“Orbis” Fails, Czech 
POD To Peddle Stamps 


Czechoslovakia’s government 
stamp dealing monopoly, Filatelie 
Orbis, will be but a memory by 
the end of July. 

Discontinuance of this bureau 
Which not only sold current 
stamps but mint and used copies 
of past issues and supplies and 
accessories as well, was forcast in 
an exclusive news story in the 
June 5 edition of this paper. 

It was predicted at that time 
that the sale of stamps, at least 
the new issues would revert to a 
department under the Ministry of 
Posts. 

The above is now verified by a 
government order which request- 
ed the Minister of Posts to estab- 
lish a department within his juris- 
diction for the sale of newly is- 
sued stamps. 

This department will bear the 
name of Czechoslovakia Post 
Philatelic Service and will prob- 
ably be better known in time un- 
der the initials of POFIS. 
Collectors and dealers are to be 
notified in due time about the 
steps to be taken to purchase 
stamps under the new setup. 

It is not yet definite whether 
the sale of items other than the 
new issues will be allowed certain 
licensed dealers in that country 
or whether the government ex- 
pects to protect its assumed mon- 
opoly under some other guise. 
The refusal of collectors and 
dealers to do business with the 
late “Orbis” because of the nature 
of the organization and a growing 
resentment among the world’s col- 
lectors toward stamps from Com- 
munist dominated nations is 
thought to have caused its down- 
fall. 

Possibly Orbis’ failure’ will 
spike the establishment of sim- 
ilar monopolies in some of the 
other satellites.

So that the general public does 
not get the idea that the stamp is 
issued exclusively to pay honor to 
the Supreme Court, it is pointed 
out that it is in compliment to the 
entire federal judiciary. This in- 
cludes federal courts and their 
personnel in Washington, the 
states and the territories, 

The Supreme Court and the 
Federal Judiciary were created 
and their jurisdiction defined by 
sections 1 and 2 of Article III of 
|the Constitution which reads: 
| “The judicial power of the 
United States shall be vested in 
| one Supreme Court and in such 
\inferior Courts as the Congress 
|may from time to time ordain and 
establish. The Judges, both of the 
supreme and inferior Courts, shall 
hold their Offices during good Be- 
jhaviour, and shall, at stated Times, 
|receive for their Service, a com- 
| pensation, which shall not be di- 
minished during their Continu- 
ance in office. 

“The judicial Power shall ex- 
tend to all Cases, in Law and Eq- 
|uity, arising under the Constitu- 
ltion, the Laws of the United 
|States, and Treaties made, or 
| which shall be made under their 
| Authority. ......” 
| Because the states felt that their 
| sovereignty was imposed upon in 
| the act establishing the Courts, 
ithey pressed for a change. It was 
| granted to them under the Eleven- 
ith Amendment to the Constitution 
|by which the authority of the Su- 
|preme Court to hear any suit be- 
itween a state and an_ individual, 
with several exceptions, was limit- 








The first Judiciary Act was 
passed on September 24, 1789. It 
‘provided for a Supreme Court 
| consisting of a Chief Justice and 
five Associate Justices.

Two hundred and fifty years 
ago! Why that was back in 1701 
when the Atlantic Coast had hard- 


odated in their few sparse com- 
munities. 

It will probably come as a 
revelation to many  easterners 
that a town as far inland as De- 
troit was a thriving center be- 
fore many of their towns were 
even thought of. 

Detroit claims to be the oldest 
city in the United States between 
the Allegheny and Rocky Moun- 
tains. 

But let’s do a little historical | 
visiting up that way to see why 
the city is worthy of philatelic 
recognition. 

The site of Detroit, from the 
very first day of its discovery, was 
recognized for its superb strate- 
gic and economic advantages. 
Those of you who have studied 
your geographies know that it is 
the only U. S. community north 
of Canadian territory and that it 
lies just across the Detroit River 
from Windsor, Ontario. 

Eighteen miles south of Detroit ! 
the river runs into Lake Erie and |} 
in the other direction it flows in- 
to Lake St. Clair and thence into 
Lake Huron. So it can easily be 
seen that whoever controlled the 
river for all practical purposes 
controlled the immediate land 
area. 

Frenchmen of an _ exploring 
party were said to have been the 
first white men to have visited 
the site and that as early as 1648. 
Their reports are possibly what 
caused the visit of de la Salle in 
1670. 

Still a favorite with the French, 
it was in 1701 that Sieur de la 
Mothe Cadillac established a fort 
and trading post under French 
sovereignty and became its first 
commandant.. It was named 
Fort Pontchartrain. 

Major Robert Rogers and his | 
“Roger’s Rangers” seized the fort |} 
for the English on November 29, | 
1760 and for the next two and! 
one half years had little more than | 
the average amount of perils. |

Disaster struck once again in 
1805 when the town was almost 
completely destroyed by fire. But | 
perhaps the incident while trag- 
ic was at the same time a stroke 
of good fortune. It was the rea- 
son why the town was immedi- 
ately replatted on a larger scale 
with wider streets and more sub- 
stantial buildings. 

Detroit was one of the first 
places,‘ that the English struck 
during the “War of 1812”, On 
August 16, 1812 the fort was sur- 
renderéd by General Hull to the 
British under General Brock. The

Stamp fans who like to research 
about the persons depicted on the 
stamps they have will find a 
wonderful amount of reading 
matter on the above persons, and 
they will find the greatest part 
of it intensely interesting. 

Collectors who have for the 
most part confined their activity 
to United States issues and who 
would like to become moderately 
involved in another field of in- 
terest could hardly-do better than 
to gather the post war issues of 
Austria. 

As pointed out previously, with 
the exception of the four Renner 

















souvenir sheets which can be 
foregone, the cost of completing 
such a collection is definitely 
reasonable. And for that matter, 
Austria being rather conservative 
in the production of new stamps, 
and watchful of high denomina- 
tions it will not be too difficult or 
too costly to keep the collection 
on a current basis. 

All of the issues lend them- 
selves to being tastefully and 
beautifully mounted on blank 
pages where they take on a “mil- 
lion dollar” look. It would be 
safe to wager that more visitors 
to a stamp exhibition will pause 
in front of frames of the post war 
Austrian regulars, commems and 
semipostals than any other dis- 
play in the show. 

The only qualification to the 
above is that they be mounted 
in good taste and in a manner 
befitting the jewels of philately 
which they rightfully are. Sim- 
plicity should be the keynote. 

So if you like beauty at a mod- 
erate cost and in a field where 
completion is easily possible try 
Austrian post World War II is- 
sues. As a special treat be sure 
to include the semipostals of that 
era. 

Given below is some of the data 
concerning the post war issues 
to the end of 1947. Information 
on stamps since that time was 
generally carried in all stamp 
publications and should be easily 
available by referring back to 
them. .
